The Variog reached
Ghyign August 16, and sailed four days
later for Ochotsk, Major S. Abasa, chief of Lhe
Russiau poriton of the expelition, had explored
the route snd determined in regard to the por-
fion of the lines between (ihyige and Ocnotsk,

Captain Manhood bad explored 1he route
between the mouth ot the Amoor river and
Ochotsk, and joined Major Abasa af the latter
points, Various explorations had determined
the toute between Behring’s Sea and the termi-
nus of the line at the mouth of the Amoor
river, Timber was plenty, aod 400 poles were
expected to be ready belore the close of the pre-
saat season.

The natives were very friendly along the
whole route, and offered the use of their do,
teams to assist in transporting materials, u.nﬁ
have contracted to supply any amount of rein-
deer meat, Major Abasa has purchased a large
number of dog teams, snd established tisheries
to supply the dogs with food.
